Art Education: For Everyone With Eyes 


ARTS EDUCATION TEACHES 
CRITICAL THINKING AND 
PROBLEM SOLVING. THANK 
coDIT TOBE BACK

With the buzz around the re-opening 
of the Art Gallery of Alberta this 
week, I checked out its website and 
found pages of courses at the AGA's 
Singhmar Centre for Art Education 
On the Catholic School District site’s 





front page there was a link to an on 
line student art gallery. Search for 
€dmonton Public Schools and you'll 
find a menu of quick links — one di- 
rectly to student art. Art has been 
important to kids for generations 
| took art lessons for seven years 
when I was a kid — I could draw, and 
Iwas really good. But I stopped at 13, 
and it's only in the last few years I've 
started even going to galleries again. 
Why did that happen if, as itappears, 
art is considered that vital for kids? 
Robert Dmytruk, art consultant 
for Edmonton Public Schools and a 
painter himself, says their board has 
been “re-formulating to the 21st-cen- 
tury learning styles, which appreci 
ate being creative, exploring, and 
discovering.” The same is true at 
Edmonton Catholic Schools District, 
ays their art consultant Carole Bro- 
sseau. “The advantage of the visual 
arts is that they can be: integrated 
into the core curriculums,” she says 
The arts empower students to take 
risks and to do something different.” 
Dymtruk explains, “This is not 
1ew, but there's more emphasis now 
n art. The creativity necessary for 
art feeds into the students’ other les- 
sons. Making art involves critical 
thinking and problem solving, not 
just playing with painted colour.” 
In asking Jessie Beier, education

co-ordinator at the AGA, about the 
importance of visual arts education 
for children; she responded that it 
was interesting I said “visual.” One 
of the new AGA's first installations is

in that courses build visual literacy 
through talking about and then par- 
ticipating in the art.” Students of the 
gallery attend exhibits, discuss what 
they've experienced and then dive in 
themselves.

sometimes. We didn't realize the im- 
portance of creativity, preparing stu:

recently that this focus has changed.” 
Both Brosseau and Briers had anoth- 
er, unsettling answer, that perhaps, 
as adults, we're afraid of art. “There 
are many pre-conceptions of what 
art should be and adults tend to be 
very self-critical in assessing their 
own art,” says Brosseau. 

Briers concurs: “What people per- 
ceive as artis very static. It's drawing, 
painting or sculpting, and that's all it 
can be. Unless you're going to make 
a career as an artist, you shouldn't 
think about it: concentrate instead 
on your real job. And if you aren't 
doing art yourself, you're not allowed 
But art 
and participating in it should be 
pushed into a place where it's about 
thinking. Everyone can think!” con- 
tends Beier.

STEPHEN HARPER FOUR YEARS ON 





And they said It wouldn't last. 

Yet here it is, four years later, and the 
marriage of convenience between Stephen. 
Harper and the voters of Canada has now 
approached something closer to being real 
commitment. Harper has gone from being a 
placeholder prime minister until the Liberals 
came up with somebody better, to being 
the man to beat in the next election, Harper 
has vanquished two Liberal leaders, has the 
third stumbling to find his place, won two 
elections and has successfully manoeuvred 
the minefield of minority Parliament. 

How did this happen? How did a calculat- 
ing political strategist with a right-wing bent 
and a control freak’s attitude become the 
‘once and, perhaps, future prime minister? 

Without diminishing his accomplish- 
ments, a surprising amount of Harper's 
success can be racked up to plain dumb luck. 

Harper won his first minority mandate 
thanks in large part to Prime Minister Paul 
Martin's great political gaffe. When the 
so-called sponsorship scandal broke, Martin 
rather foolishly called for a full-scale inquiry, 
which ended up dragging down the entire 
Liberal Party, Despite desperate warnings of 
a ‘hidden agenda,’ Canadians gave Harper 
the reigns of power — but on a short leash. 

Harper's second big break was again 
‘thanks to a Liberal leader, the feckless 
Stephane Dion. Still, faced with an easily 
defeatable opponent, Harper fell short of his 
majority, due in equal parts to the lingering 
suspicion of that hidden agenda, and to the 
public's innate suspicion of the unemotlonal 
and calculating Harper. 

Restrained by his persistent minority 
situation, Harper's hidden agenda, if indeed 
It ever exists, has remained in the bottom 
drawer. Early in his first mandate, Harper 
concentrated on his public agenda — smalter 


everywhere. To prove his conservatism, 
Harper cut the GST by two percentage 
points (which is good politics but bad 
economics, costing the federal treasury $15 
billion a year). 

Harper has slowly chipped away at the 
Liberal base, cozying up to minorities and 
new Canadians, making nice with Quebec 
with his ‘Quebec is a nation’ legislation. 
Lately he has proposed some ‘get tough on 
crime’ type legistation that is red meat to 
conservatives and popular with the public, 
but is of questionable value. } 

it's safe to say that the recession changed 
the Harper government in profound ways. 
After initially balking at providing economic 
stimulus, Harper became a convert and 
primed'the pump with billions of public dot- 
lars. The surplus of 2006, a whopping $13.6 
billion, has morphed into a deficit of $55.9 
billion, the biggest in our history 

If we were to use the hoary old grading 
system, Harper would probably deserve a 
G-. Until the recession knocked the pins out 
from under the country, hishandling ofthe — | 
economy was steady. His government has | 


government, the mantra of conservatives | 
|

made a few half-hearted attempts at right 
wing shifts in social legislation, but they 
were quickly dropped. 

Despite warnings from the opposition and 
the media, Canada hasn't made a jarring 
shift to the right under Harper. In fact, the 
right in Canada has reason to be concerned 
that their golden haired boy has failed to 
deliver a more conservative Canada. It may 
be due to the constraints of a minority 
Parliarnent, of just political pragmatism, but 
Canada is not a lot more conservative today 
than it was four years ago. 

After four years, perhaps Harper's greatest | 
accomplishment is survival.

Conan O’Brien lost his seat behind 
the NBC Tonight Show desk in one 
of the bloodiest purges since Stalin 
was just a young despot. Meanwhile, 


| the Democrats lost one single seat in 
| the U.S. Senate in a special election, 


which, if you believe even half of 
what you read or hear, was'a refer- 
endum on the still young presidency 
of Obama 

Judging from the amount of ink 
spilled and air time wasted, I'm not 
sure which is the bigger story. 

Both stories are based on the Amer- 
ican demand for instant results. 

Americans have low tolerance for 
people who do not deliver immedi- 


ately. Whether it's in their president 
or their late night talk show host, 
Americans want results, and they 
want them now. Or, better yet, yes- 
terday. Canadians, being a generally 
more calm if not almost lethargic 
people, will, as a mule, give a guy a 
chance to prove his worth, That's 
basically what we've been doing with 
Stephen Harper for the last four 
years. But Americans are an action 
oriented people. They want things 
done NOW. 

Let's start with Conan. 

Rarely has so much been written 
about something watched by so few. 

The Leno-O'Brien-NBC fiasco has 
been played out in the media over the 
past couple of weeks. To recap 

O'Brien, the freakishly tall, ginger- 
haired comic who inherited the cov- 
eted Tonight Show from Jay Leno, 
was forced out of his job last week to 
make way for ... Jay Leno. 

Leno, the lantern-jawed, inoffen- 
sive — but apparently widely disliked 
by fellow comics — joke machine, 
lulled Americans to sleep for 17 years 
with his brand of set-up/punch line 
comedy. Jay has always been lame 
compared to the acid tongued crank 
and rival, David Letterman, but NBC

in 1992. Leno almost always beat 
Letterman during of their 17-year 
late night battle, proving that it's al 
ways best to play it safe on American 
av: 

When Conan O'Brien finally got 
his long promised Tonight Show 
gig, sending Leno to the sidelines 
NBC came up with a money saving 
idea they lamely tried to disguise 
as creative counter programming 
In the single worst television ides 
since Who Wants To Marry A Mil 
lionaire?, NBC give Leno a prime 
time shot at 10 p.m., sort of an Early 
Tonight Show. To the surprise of no 
one, it bombed as badly as Lenos 
opening monologues. 

What happened next is one of the 
worst business decisions ever, right 
up there with New Coke and Apple's 
decision not to license their operat 
ing system. They cancelled Leno's 10 
p.m. show, and wanted to give him a 
30-minute show at 11:35, followed by 
Conan's Tonight Show at 12:05. Co 
nan nightly balked, knowing 30 min 
utes of Jay would wipe out most of 
his audience. He forced NBC to buy 
him out for some $30 million.

The Flamingo Restaurant & Lounge 
in Meadowlark, more than a mere 
restaurant & lounge, epitomizes a 
certain kind of dining experience 
that's slowly being effaced by the 
march of franchises, where basic, 
honest, from-scratch cooking gives 
way to speed and convenience and 
all shortcuts and trade-offs thereby 
entailed. Food is made by formula, 
rather than recipes learned by heart 
Atmosphere comes out of a box, 
rather than accruing over thousands 
of place settings. 

Despite its ostentatious eponym, 
the Flamingo is so modest that it 
doesn’t even intrude on your Sun- 


day morning with incidental music. 
All is distant kitchen rustle and the 
mutterings of the 50s-to-70s demo- 
graphic they seem to be cultivating as 
clientele. The clean, strangely odor- 
less dining room seems nonetheless 
to have borne witness to a million 
cigarettes back when it was legal to 
have black coffee and a smoke in 
the same room with other people. | 
don't really miss the days of ambi- 
ent smoke in public places but, then 
again, I sort of do. The green and 
burgundy colour scheme climbs up 
the walls, past healthy rows of real 


trees — beef liver with onions, pork 
sausages, veal cutlet — but we are 
here for breakfast in the old school 
diner style. Eggs, salty pig meat, hash 
browns and cup after cup of strong 
but mediocre coffee with 18-per-cent 
cream from a thimble. The co-diner 
opted for the Spanish omelet, while I 
defaulted to the Denver (both around 
$8.50), both with hash browns and 
brown toast, naturally, 

Though it's just moments after the 
catery’s Il a.m. opening time, most of 
the other diners filtering in order piz- 
za, and there are already three chaps

potted plants and aeross the textured 
ceiling. Big windows let in a glamor- 
ous, snow-crusted stretch of 87th 
Avenue. The service style is appro: 
priately efficient and unobtrusive. 
Nostalgia is definitely a seasoning 
at the Flamingo. If you grew up in a 
small town, you might have celebrat- 
ed Granny's birthday every year at 
just such a venue. The menu takes in 
a broad swath of sandwiches, burg- 
ers, pasta, pizza and continental en- 


with mustaches nursing pony jugs 
over televised sports in the adjacent 
lounge. The other diners’ pizza looks 
and sounds delicious as the crunch- 
ing of crusts rises above the perva- 
sive somnolent murmur, 

Our big platters of breakfast take 
no time at all to arrive and are fol- 
lowed by another round from the 
coffee pot. The meals have an un- 
fussy, ungreasy simplicity that’s sol- 
idly comforting whether you strictly 


agree with the methods of prepara- 
tion or not. For instance, you might 
wish they'd mixed fewer diced on- 


ions in with the diced green pepper | 


and diced ham of the Denver omelet, 
or that they put the fillings inside in- 
stead of cooking it right into the egg. 
Maybe you'd like the toast a touch 
more toasted and not so thoroughly 
daubed with margarine, or the hash 
browns a little browner. But you still 


would have to admit the omelet was | 
cooked to perfection, lightly browned | 


on the outside, light and fluffy with- 
in, neither dried out nor off-putting- 
ly underdone, My co-diner's Spanish 
omelet, mixed up with mushrooms 
and peppers and filled with molten 
real cheddar and salsa, was even 
better than the Denver thanks to its 
intrinsic sauciness, which was good 
for dredging the tender half-moons 
of pan-fried potato through 
Nostalgiaquelled, stomachsstuffed, 
the co-diner and I were ready to face 
the spirit-crushing chill of a January 
Sunday and our various duties as al 
leged productive members of society. 
On second thought, there might just 
be a post-breakfast pony jug with our 
names on it waiting amidst the VLTs 
and frarned nature scenes of the Fla- 
mingo Lounge. Take that, society.

Instead of 
ahome in Ottawa, cities across the country 
were invited to bid on building the new gal 
lery with the intent that they would lease o; 
sell the space to the federal government 

Edmonton magnanimously opened Its 
doors to the orphan gallery and joined the 
bidding to become its new benefactor. 

But Ottawa changed its mind. 

Perhaps “Steven Harper's people simply 
couldn't abide the idea of such a cultural 
landmark existing in Edmonton; says SEE 
columnist Fish Griwkowsky, who, in response 
to our government's change of heart. had a 
brilliant little idea which he explored in his 
SEE column. 

“Instead of considering Tory motivations 
even for a second, why don't we just go 
ahead and build the gallery anyway? Filla 
building with relevant, evocative portraits 
and cheerfully name it, say, The National 
Portrait Gallery — without the supervision of 
anyoneouteast?” 

Well, along with a top notch administra 
tive board, he’s gone and done it 

This summer, Latitude 53 is hosting the 
Intemational debut of the National Portrait 
Gallery. 

“We sent out a directed call to artists 
across the country on Christmas Day and

Public Art In A Winter City 


OUR CLIMATE PRESENTS SOME 
SPECIAL CHALLENGES FOR 
PUBLIC ART, BUT ALSO SOME 
TERRIFIC OPPORTUNITIES

€dmontonians revel in our wintry 
climate just as much as we complain 
about it. For artists and curators, the 
winter city is full of risks and possi- 
bilities. | asked several members of 
Edmonton's visual art community 
what makes art in Edmonton's win- 
ters special 

Difficult Climate: Art in the great 
outdoors is deeply influenced by 
weather, According to Kristy Trinier, 
the City of Edmonton Public Art Di- 
rector, Edmonton's climate is among 
the very harshest for an artwork 
collection, pointing to 75 degrees of 
temperature variation every year, the 
falling leaves, the snow piling up, and 
the cycle of freezing and thawing in 
spring and fall. One of City Hall's well 
known outdoor sculptures, the canoe- 
like “Caravel” by Isla Burns, fills with 
snow each winter. Murals need spe- 
cial top coats, sculptures need snow 
removal, branches must be trimmed. 

Bring Back the Light! Artist and 
Silver Skate Festival Curator Ritchie 
Velthuis insists, “I fell in love with 
winter through art.” He muses, 
Winter cities are always looking to 
the return of the light." The crav- 
ing for light that comes from liv- 
ing in darkness inspires artists and 


curators, and light is a theme that 
permeates Edmonton public art 
The “fairy lights” at the provincial 
legislature grounds, the Baba Yaga 
walk in Whitemud Park, and the 
spectacular combustible sculptures 
at 24 Hours to Ignition are examples 
Edmontonians kicking at the dark- 
ness. Pamela Anthony, director of 
the Winter Light Festival says she 
believes “there is an atmosphere of 
heightened awareness — something 
as simple as gathering around the 
fire becomes emblematic of our in: 
terdependence as a community.” 
Permanent Artin Public Spaces: 
The snow and cold is more than in- 
spiration to Edmonton artists: it pro- 
vides a canvas. “Winter is our con- 
text — it is stark and difficult in many 
ways, but very playful and beautiful 
in others,” says Anthony. Certain art 
objects disappear against an urban 
winter environment of concrete and 
metal girders. But pieces like Bran- 
don Blommaert's mural at the Am- 
bleside Ecostation pop against the 
stark white winter landscape: giant 
digitally-manipulated landscape pho- 
tographs inhabited by strange crea- 
tures made out of recycled materials, 
all set against a bright green back- 
ground. Or Brendan McGillicuddy’s 
piece called “Overflow” at the Call- 
ingwood arena — a giant icicle sculp- 
ture illuminated by an LED lighting 
system, which also embraces our de- 
sire to recapture the light in winter

John Mahon, €xecutive Director of 
the Edmonton Arts Council, argues 
that the challenge for public art is to 
find pieces that work well in our radi- 
cally different seasons. 

Transitory Public Art: Because 
of the difficulties in maintaining 
permanent art in Edmonton's bru- 
tal climate, some curators focus on 
temporary exhibitions. “! think tem 
porary art is vitally important — it 
allows for experimentation, for spe- 





cialized experience, it creates a sense 


of occasion. And because the art is 


temporary, more is allowed,” says 
Anthony. Trinier agrees that tempo- 
rary exhibitions allow people to “ex. 
perience art in places you wouldn't 
expect it, and allows you to explore 
more provocative themes.”

What makes art “good” or “bad"? 
| used to think that if a piece of art 
was any good, it'd be in a museum or 
gallery. So, I went to museurns and 
art galleries, and tried to appreciate 
whatever | found there. 1 believed I 
would never collect art; with my in- 
come, I could certainly never afford 
anything decent. 

But over the past year, I've been re- 
decorating. My house became a can- 
vas through which I could express 
who I was. 1 was creating a space 
within which | could be comfortable 
in my own skin. 

When it came time to put some- 
thing on the walls, I couldn't find 
anything that fit with what I was try- 
ing to do. Sure, Ikea has some cheap, 
pretty posters, but they felt so mass- 
produced. Prints of famous works of 
art also fell short; while I adore Van 
Gogh's “Starry Night,” there was 
something that felt so lemming-like 
about putting a print up on a feature 
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wall. What to do? 

That's when a friend suggested that 
I shop around for local art. I pan- 
icked! “I can't afford original art,” I 
thought. Regardless, I started keep- 
ing an eye out, under the assumption 
that maybe | could afford one or two 
pieces. And it was then that I discov- 
ered that art was everywhere. 

Many of Edmonton's cafes and res- 
taurants feature local artwork. Look- 
ing for pieces at these sorts of places 
was comfortable for me; I didn't feel 
out of place, as | often did at “prop- 
er” art galleries. There was plenty 
of fabulous art that | could connect 
with. 

The accessibility of art in informal 
settings extends to emerging artists. 
I spoke with Stacey Keeler, who had 
her first show last June at Mandolin 
Books (6419-112th Ave.), a small 
used bookstore/coffee shop nestled 
in the heart of Highlands. 

"I think my first show was a bit like 
coming out,” Keeler says. “It's reveal- 
ing myself to my friends and family 
that I take myself seriously as an art- 
ist, but beyond that, it's also coming 
out to the public. It was like a secret 
that I was holding in, and I wanted 


to reveal it in a place where | felt at 
home and comfortable, that fit with 
who | am. Mandolin really did that 
for me. | felt at home in that place 
and in that community. It was amaz- 
ing to have my first show there, and 
the success I had there made me feel 
1 could reach out further and show 
more and more people what I've 
been doing.” 

Making a decision to find local art- 
work opened my eyes, and though | 
cannot do justice to the plethora of 
places in town that offer opportuni- 
ties for local artists to showcase their 
work, listed here are some of my fa- 
vorites: 

At Remedy Café (8631-109th St.), 
there are usually dozens of pieces 
adorning the walls. It is probably my 
favorite place in town to check out 
local art; the atmosphere is anything 
but pretentious, with delicious Indian 
dishes if hunger demands something 
substantial, and the best locale for 
Vietnamese coffee outside of a Viet- 
namese restaurant. 

Across the street, Da Capo Caffe 
(8738-109th St.), has started show- 
casing a few pieces on its walls. Not 
only is Antonio, the owner, quite a

pleasure to the eye himself, the paint- 
ings I've seen there reflect the classy 
feel of the café itself, yet remains 
affordable. In my opinion, they also 
make the best lattes in town. 
Downtown, my favorite place for 
the art + coffee combo is Naked on 
Jasper (10354 Jasper Ave.). Darker 
than the other locales I've listed here 
(even during the day), the art I've 
seen there veers towards more mod- 
erm, graphic pieces. They serve hot 
chocolates the size of my head, too, 
A couple blocks away is one of my 





favorite places in town for lunch, the 
Blue Plate Diner (10145-105th St.). 
The walls are adorned with an ever- 
changing collection of paintings, 
with a few photographs thrown in 
here and there. 

The Carrot (9351-118th Ave.) is 
a community arts coffeehouse. The 
entire operation is ran by volunteers 
and managed by the Arts on the Ave 
Board of Directors. There are Friday 
night concerts and Saturday night is 
open stage. Local artists are featured 
monthly.

Personally, I appreciate the deliberately overdone result of 
¢ $88-million building; it forces me to take a step back and 
rvey downtown's esthetic as a whole. 

And I'm not alone. 

Shaafraz Kaba, a local architect and outgoing member of 
¢ Edmonton design committee, argues the cutting-edge 
pllery is a de facto statement of how overall design in our city's 
re falls short. 

“Our downtown is very similar to every other downtown ... 
tangular or square office buildings that are 10 to 30 storeys 
hgh and have the same look on all four sides, that are mostly 
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glass and steel or glass and concrete,” he argues. 

“[The AGA is very different than anything most people have 
ever seen ... and | think whenever people are provided some 
thing they have no context for, they're sometimes challenged 
but at the same time inspired.” 

He hopes the gallery — a building 12 years in the making — will 
mean a throwback to architectural visionaries, like those who 
built the lobby of the federal building, the legislature, or hotels 
associated with the Canadian Pacific Railway shortly after the 
turn of the 20th century. 

“Their idea was to make places of significance so people would 
travel across the country and gravitate towards significant cen- 
tres,” Kaba says, referencing the Hotel MacDonald as an example 

But he argues the so-called “we're here to stay” look is some- 
thing Edmonton somehow lost during the boom and bust cy- 
cles, with designers erecting a lack of conviction in buildings 
that form the core — or spirit — of the city. 

“A pioneer mentality is what we have, which is we're here and 
we're hearty but we think we're only here until we can afford to 
move away somewhere warmer. 

“Somewhere along the way we forgot to build well or we 
cheapened out and said, ‘we're just going to put stucco on jour 
buildings.’]” 

(For the record, a spokesperson for the new gallery boasts the 
facility is made out of materials that will last 100 years — pri- 
marily zinc panels that change from green to greyish blue in 
different light, aluminium and stainless steel.) 

The reason Kaba is hard on Edmonton is because he sees so 
much potential at a time when major development is on the ho- 
rizon; the Jasper New Vision Plan, released this past November, 
aims to increase the population of downtown from its current

10,000 residents to 24,000 in the next 25 years. 

At the same many downtown buildings are reaching their 
40-50 year mark — a time when they either need to be retrofit- 
ted or torn down. 

“We have to remember that Edmonton is still very young,” 
stresses Kaba 

“We have a long way ahead of us and a huge opportunity ... to 
really develop ideas and to build a city.” 

He hopes excitement generated over the AGA's grand opening 
on Jan. 31 (public tickets for the event went in a matter of days) 
will help city councillors, developers and investors reconnect to 
the ethos of quality building. 

“It's a stunning kind of space,” Kaba says, arguing the gal- 
lery reminds Edrontonians the role of architecture is to play 
with proportions and space, influencing mood and expanding 
horizons, 

“There is a really neat gestural idea of how the swoops and 
the shapes of that gallery sort of come down to meet people,” 
he reasons, trying to nail down why he considers the structure 
so inviting. 

I consider his comments back on my walking tour while I take 
in the complement of Edmonton's artistic row — a gallery that 
gives a concrete and high-profile place to visual art in the city, as 
the Winspear does to music and the Citadel to theatre. 

During a coffee break at the nearby Three Bananas café, 
| gaze out the window at the empty square, wondering if the 
AGA‘s stalwart effort to create a sense of place is enough to lead 
to more bold visions, pushing Edmonton out of its adolescence 
into a more sophisticated look. 

1 wonder if it's enough to rekindle the “we're here to stay” 
mentality Kaba intuitively longs for, 
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New Art Gallery Gets Edmonton Talking

Days before its grand opening, Ed- 
monton still quibbles about the ar- 
chitectural design of the new Art 
Gallery of Alberta. It's bold and brash 
and distinctively different and set in 
the center of a very conservative city, 
It is bound to raise a few eyebrows 
and more than a few voices, but its 
$88-million price tag accelerates all 
the commotion. It’s left me wonder- 
ing what kind legacy millions of dol- 
lars will give our city. What effect, 
other than a conversation piece, will 
it have on Edmontonians and our art 
scene in years to come? What does 
it mean for our future? 

“T think it means that the Art Gal 
lery of Alberta (AGA) will be able 
to take a lead role in this country,” 
says Gilles Hebert, executive direc- 
tor of the AGA. “As a consequence 
our artists will benefit because, of 
course, more attention will be paid 
to our artists here in Edmonton and 
also in Alberta. And it is as a result 
of this remarkable facility because 
we are going to be able to do so much 
more.” 

More space means more exhibi- 
tions, more public programs and 
more interpretation and art classes. It 
means they're bringing more shows 
to town. “The really big international 
shows especially with the older ob- 
jects [aren't sent] to places that don’t 
meet strict environmental standards 





for art galleries,” says John Mohan, 
executive director of The Edmonton 
Arts Council. “The old gallery just 
didn’t meet those." This new facility 
allows Edmonton to become a stage 
for the works we travel out of coun- 
try to see, Those important pieces 
that reflect our history which often 
form the basis of our inspiration can 
now stand right before our eyes. 
“What better way for an artist to 
develop, frankly, than to experience a 
great exhibition?” asks Herbert. And 
to prove they meet the bill, AGA is 
bringing in the sculptures of Degas, 
the etchings of Goya and the por- 
traits of Karsh for their grand open- 
ing. They're definitely thinking big. 
More space also means more ex- 





posure for local artists. “It's gargan- 





tuan,” says Jason Carter, Edmonton 
artist and local celebrity since he 
was invited to contribute his art to 
the 2010 Olympics. His day job as 
a camera operator for Citytv found 
him on remote at the gallery dur- 
ing construction. “I was salivating 
when [ went in there. Huge amounts 
of space. Great possibilities, I think, 
for travelling shows and also for new 
emerging artists.”

Artists Ask Should I Stay Or Should I Go? 


YOUNG ARTISTS “CLASH” OVER 
THE MERITS OF STAYING IN 
EDMONTON OR HEADING TO 
MORE FERTILE PASTURES

In a week filled with celebrations in 
praise of the Art Gallery of Alberta, 
there remains that quiet party attend 
ee who just might spend the evening 
casting off unpleasant glares and 
pointed remarks: yes, the elephant 
in the room this week just might be 
the reminder that Edmonton artists 
sometimes feel the need to pack for 
greener pastures. The €dmonton 
Arts Council's 2008 Cultural Policy 
puts the number of artists consider- 
ing cultural migration at almost 28 
per cent. "To be expected,” some 
might say. “Good riddance,” say oth 
ers, But there are those among us 
who manage to stay optimistic — and 
their presence alone might solve the 
problem. 

In order to diagnose the leaking 
boat of local talent, it's best to turn 
to the not-always-optimistic youth 
It's almost impossible to find a 
graphic design job here,” says Jaime 
Calayo who recently graduated with 
his bachelor in visual communica 
tion and design. “I personally had to 
send out 37 resumes, and I only got 
two interviews, and I can probably 
name off all the firms in Edmonton 
on one hand.” While Calayo man- 
aged to find work locally, there are 
others who resign to the fate of a dire 
cultural climate: "As someone who's

Economy Is Key In Comics 


ART AND STORYTELLING GO 
HAND IN HAND, AND SPARE 
STYLE HELPS COMICS ARTISTS 
COMMUNICATE CLEARLY —

Comics may seem a natural fit for a 
isual arts-themed issue. This may 
obscure the reality that comics are 
n fact a more complex medium — 
isually a hybrid of text and images 
sIthough sometimes wordless 

Yet comics would nonetheless not 
be comics without pictures, although 
any comic's imagery is inextricable 
from the story it's being employed 
to tell. Understanding that is the key 
to understanding what makes great 
‘omic art. 

Back in the day, it used to be the 
thing for some self-styled hipster 
‘omics fan to diss mega-stars Jim Lee 
nd Todd MacFarlane, whose ultra- 
jetailed style set a standard for the 
ounger generation of mainstream 
artists. A common complaint —

| A well-sculpted penis can be as ap: 
pealing as any other well-sculpted 
| part of man’s body. Just ask Edmund 
Haakonson — but he will be the first 
to tell you that he is not after shock 
value. Instead, the local artist, known 
for his graphic (pun intended) ren- 
| ditions of mythological life with 
a strong homoerotic component, 
stresses the importance of individual 
and creative integrity combined with 
freedom of choice. 


“I'm aware of the controversial 
nature of my art, but if truth be told 
what's most important to me is hon- 
esty — to myself and to the viewer. | 
will never offer to a potential buyer 
a sculpture or painting that didn’t 
| result from my conviction that cre- 
ating it was justified emotionally and 
artistically. 

“The fact that | — and many oth- 
ers — work with male nudes as mod- 
els and artistic subjects,” continues 
Haakonson, “shouldn't surprise 
anyone. | draw inspiration both 
from the ancient Greek sculpture — 
Praxiteles, Myron — and its Renais-

sance reincarnation epitomized by 
Donatello or Michelangelo. All these 
masters worked with male nudes, the 
ridiculous fig leaves attached to their 
sculptures being later additions. 

“Nobody in their own mind will 
today accuse Michelangelo of inde- 
cency,” Haakonson laughs, “so why 
even answer such criticisms? Often, 
people don't realize that artists make 
controversial’ choices to best serve 
their audiences. A work of art should 
be the outcome of unhampered se- 
lection of its theme. In the end, it 
should be as honest as possible — and 
stimulating to the viewer. 

“L understand what another artist 
once said,” states Haakonson, “that 





to present a piece in public is like 
standing naked on stage, with noth- 
ing to hide. You'd better be sincere. 
This is why sornetimes it takes for- 
ever before I’m able to complete a 
project.” 

At this point, he gestures to his 
already much discussed represen- 
tation in bronze of a naked hockey 
player, a positively uninhibited) tour 
de force of realistic sculpture, select- 
ed for exhibition in the Pride House 
pavilion in Whistler, BC, during the 
Winter Olympics. The sculpture, as 
one of his fellow artists underscores, 
“pushes the boundaries and broad- 





ens the meaning of ‘mainstream,’ 4 
least in our rather hypocritical Nort! 
America, a serious achievement ir 
artistic and personal terms.” 

Haakonson is quick to acknowl! 
edge the response his work got from 
an aspiring local musician: "Whe 
Nicolas [Samoil] came forward wit! 
the idea of writing music for the un 
veiling of the statue, I just couldn't 
believe it. The fanfare he compose: 
is incredible, perfect for the occa 
sion. I'm now discussing with the 
Pride House administration to have 
it played there.” 

Samoil, who has already made his 
mark arranging, performing and 
co-designing sound for a number of 


Fringe shows including Triple Plati 
num and Ngerfg, only turned 18 in 
2009 and is currently studying at 
Grant MacEwan University. 

“As soon as | learned of the sculp 
ture I knew I had to write music for 
it," Samoil says. “It was my compo- 
sitional debut and [ was absolutely 
taken aback by people's awesome re 
action to what I wrote for Edmund! 

“When people respond to your 
work like Nicolas did,” concludes 
Haakonson, “there's nothing more to 
desire. Art inspiring someone else to 
create beauty — what a reward!”

SEE TALKS TO INDIE ALBUM 
ARTISTS ABOUT THE ROLE OF 
ART IN AN INCREASINGLY 
NON-PHYSICAL MEDIUM

Think of rock's iconic album cov- 
ers. From The Beatles’ Set. Pepper's 
Lonely Hearts Club, Captain Beef- 
heart's Trout Mask Replica, and The 
Rolling Stones’ Warhol-designed 
Sticky Fingers to The Ramones’ 
debut, The Clash’s London Calling, 
Sonic Youth’s Goo, and Nirvana's 
Nevermind. Most music, fans can 
immediately call to mind each of 
those album covers. Now think of 
the album cover for the latest release 
from Grizzly Bear, Yeah Yeah Yeahs 
or U2 — it’s not so easy, is it? 

Album art was once inseparable 
from a band's release. It used to be 
that to hear an entire album, one had 
to physically purchase the LP, cover 
and all, and there was no choice but 
to see and examine the album art 
Cover art needed to stand out and 
Serve as an advertisemént for the al- 
bum, it needed to scream out from 
the record bins that these were the 
albums worth owning. Now that mu- 
sic is becoming increasingly digitally 
consumed, what purpose does album 
art serve? 

To discuss the position of contem 
porary album art, I went to a panel 
of people who are involved in the 
creation of jt. Colin Bergh, designer 
of the latest album by Owen Pallett 
(FKA Final Fantasy), Heartland; 
Chloe Lum, one half of design team 
Seripop, who won a Juno for their 
design of MSTRKRFT's The Looks 
album; and Jeremy Franchuck, part 
of the team behind local indie label 
Pop Echo. 


Franchuk sees a great importance 
in the overall esthetic package of an 
album, but admits that it is less im 
portant than it used to be. “I think it's 
less relevant in the era of digital mu 
sic, but from our p.o.v. the packag- 
ing and artwork is almost as impor- 
tant as the music itself. It's part of a 
whole and it would be a shame if that 
aspect got lost to technology.” 

Lum regards cover art as an im- 
portant visual dimension added to 
the music: “My whole life, listening 
to music has been enriched by the 
graphics. It served as my introduc- 
tion to “real” punk when I picked up a 
copy of My Way by Black Flag based 
on the Pettibon art. The next year I 
bought Sonic Youth's Goo because 
1 was drawn in by the art without 
knowing it was by the same guy.”

On a smaller scale, album art still 
retains its importance and can add a 
visual dimension to a band. Howev- 
er, this dimension will only be added 
to certain bands — the ones not mak- 
ing disposable pop. It doesn’t matter 
what the new Kesha album cover 
looks like (though I’m sure her de 
signers get paid a lot more than indie 
designers), but it will matter what a 
vinyl-based, indie band’s new album 
looks like; eye-catching cover art be- 
comes its own type of marketing for 
a band lacking a marketing or mar- 
ket-research team. When people can 
get albums for free, does the album 
cover matter? 

Lum thinks that the visual element 
still affects the consumer's choice. “1 


suppose for some, good/novel album 


alone.” 

For some artists in the past, art 
work was a way to distinguish a 
band, give them a defined visual 
element and perhaps even say some 
thing about the art world. 

Bergh sees his album design as an 
extension of the album's music, pro. 
viding a visual representation: “The 
artwork and design of the album is 
directly based on the content. With 
out the content, it is meaningless. | 
usually approach projects this way 
where the content drives and directs 
the design.” Bergh, however, is not 
sure whether the album art is a sell 
ing point of the album. “Whether or 
not the imagery influences the con 
sumer to purchase the product, I do 
not know. I suppose it is subjective

Bergh understands that younger 
generations probably care little about 
album art, but he sees it as a chal 
lenge. “For the music-lover and con 
sumer of music, album art is just as 
important as it's always been. How 
ever, for the younger generation, 
those in their teens and early 20s 
now, many of whom have probably 
never paid for a CD, | can't imagine 
it being of much concern. | guess 
that would actually give an artist or 
designer even more reason to try 
harder when working on an album 
and give it that much more attention 
so that the people who do go out and 
spend their money on an LP or CD 


art can be an incentive to buy a cer 
tain album, they see it as collectable. 
| also suppose that even on the blog 
for people downloading, a nice large 
jpeg of the art can still entice or re- 
pulse.” 

Franchuk agrees that it may not 
provide an absolute incentive for 
someone to buy an album, but it 
certainly helps. “It probably doesn't 
hurt, but again, I don’t know if peo- 
ple still buy records for the artwork 
or the fact that it's on 180 gram vi- 
nyl or some shit. I hope those people 
are still out there. At the very least it 
might grab someone's attention who 
wouldn't listen to it based on name 


buy it (or download it for free) re 
gardless, so for them it's a bonus. 

It's doubtful that album art will 
ever disappear. Even if it becomes 
mp3 or Myspace art, there will most 
likely always be a visual element to 
a band. Whether it’s for marketing 
purposes or as an-added dimension 
to the band’s music, the accompany 
ing artwork will always have some 
sort of importance to certain listen 
ers 

Though album art, strictly, might 
only retain its prominence in viny! 
releases, there's no doubt that mu: 
sic-based art will remain important 
bands, artists and listeners.

When one opens a music production program on their computer, they are typically greeted with a basic 
minute-long audio sample which demonstrates the capabilities of the program. The entirety of CFCF's 
album Continent plays out much like one of those songs, only each song has been stretched to six or more 
minutes and does very little, if absolutely nothing at all, to expand upon the track.

EDMONTON'S MYRON HYRAK

Later this month, a production de- 
signer from Hollywood will be ex- 
ploring the streets of Edmonton to 
determine if our city has the look, 
the right look. If it does, wheels could 
be set in motion to bring yet another 
major motion picture production to 
town later this year. In light of this, 
and in keeping with See's Art Issue 
theme, I decided to find out exactly 
what a production designer does, 


| and why the decision makers in L.A 


might care so much about what one 
thinks 

Luckily, I was able to convince My 
ron Hyrak, an immensely talented 
production designer of our own, to 
join me at Spinelli’s Café for cap 
puccinos and some insight into his 
profession. | say lucky, because My 
ron’s headed the art department for 
dozens of projects over the years for 
the likes of NBC, Paramount and 
Disney. And also because he’s the 
kind of guy you want to have a cap 
puccino with. Introspective and out 
spoken, he comes across a bit like an 
ex-surfer who's learned a few things 
from the waves, 

“Everything that's behind the ac- 
tors that's kind of out of focus, that’s 
what we do. We look after the set 
decoration, designing and build 
ing the sets, the color palette of the 
show, building the props. We work 


with special effects, hair, makeup, 
wardrobe, assisting stunts with what 
they do. 

Stunts? 

“If somebody has to go through a 
plate glass window, between you and 
me, if it were left up to the stunt de- 
partment they'd have a springboard 
on one side and a trampoline on 
the other and that's what you'd see, 
That's all they care about. And that's 
all they should care about. My job’s 
to make it look right.” 


hung a lot of laundry and just gave it 
that visual density that you want in 
an environment like that. We had am 
bient puffs of smoke coming out of 
the corners and little puffs of steam 
lots of extras showing post-war pov 
erty. We pre-built all that stuff, did a! 
the graphics, and set it up in just twc 
days. We shot it and then we backed 
up the 40 yard dumpster and just 
heaved it all away.” 

How does he deal emotionally wit!

“| worked with this carpenter when 
I was a painter, and | spent a wee} 
working on a set for something, Anx 
then they cancelled the set, I ha 
just finished it and I really poure 
myself into this thing. I wanted t 
make it look great. And this guy wt 
was so cynical, he said you get pai 
anyway, what do you care if it gox 
in the dumpster before they shoot 
or after. Or if they don't shoot it « 
all. I kind of thought about it for 
long time. And you know, for me 
matters, it does sting a bit. But that 
what we build it for. We don’t build 
it to look at later or to give to a play 
ground so kids can play on a dan 
gerous piece of scenery. You know 
we build a spaceship and people say 
“why not give it to a school?” Well 
because it's not built for that. It's suc 
ceeded once it gets shot.” 

Tt reminds me of the Tibetan 
monks who build mandalas, one 
grain of sand at a time, and then 
throw them in a river. 

“That's what life is, though”, he 
says. “Making a good movie is like 
making a good salad. It's the sarne 
thing. You're working with wood and 
furniture, or lettuce and tomatoes. It 
all comes from the same place. Good 
cooking, good movies, poetry, it's

He explains how the art_depart- 
ment supports the performance, the
